unty Commission to negotiate with WasteAway 


Coffee Co

Once again, landfill was the main 
topic of discussion at the Coffee 
County Commission's mecting Mon- 
day morning. 

The commissioners signed a reso- 
lution in Monday's meeting allowing 
them to enter into negotiations with 
WasteAway in the disposing of 
counly garbage, 

WasteAway is a private solid 
waste disposal company which plans 
to construct and operate a landfill fa- 
cility in Pike County near Brun- 
didge. It will be known as the Brun- 
didge Waste Disposal Center, Inc. 

It was emphasized this was just 
another step in the commission's at- 
tempt to obtain all the options possi- 
ble before making a decision on the 
disposition of the county's solid 
waste and the construction of a land- 
fill, 

Prior to the signing of the resolu- 
tion, County Engineer Mark Pool 
gave the commissioners a bricf syn- 
opsis of the landfill situation. 

He stated that when work first be- 
gan on the landfill, there were no 
Sub Title "D" regulations, but it was 


understood that it took 2 to 3 yeurs 
to get a landfill permitted. 

It was noted that it has been a 
long drawn out process from when 
the county first advertised for land 
on which to construct a landfill 

He gave the commissioners a 
bricf summary on the garbage dispo 
sal status of several of Coflee 
County's neighboring counties. They 
too*are faced with a critical situation, 

In speaking about Coffee 
County's proposed landfill site, Pool 
stated that he would like to make it 
clear that an archaeological study 
had been made on the proposed land 
site, It was made a year ago by Pan 
American Consultants of Tuscaloo- 
sa, AL. There was no evidence of In- 
dian burial grounds in the area, 

He also explained that any. site 
chosen in the county would have 
been in some watershed, cither the 
Pea River, Yellow River or the 
Choctawhatchee River, 

Pool stated that no decision has 
been made concerning the construc- 
tion of a landfill or the disposition of 
the county's solid waste, but one will 
have to be made in the near future. 

He said that on October 9, 1993, 
no more garbage will be accepted at 


the present landfill site located on 
Co. Rd. 40. It will be closed. 

There a'so seems to be some con- 
fusion as to exactly what type land- 
fill permit had been applied for and 
when by the commission, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that the county had 
hired an engineering firm to perform 
the work necessary in obtaining a 
one county landfill permit, 

Jt was later recommended the 
county amend their application to 
seck a permit for a regional landfill, 

The purpose of the public hearing 
held on November 13 in Enterprise 
was to hear public opinion on the 
amending of the application, 

As a result of that hearing, no ac- 
tion has been taken by the commis- 
sion on amending the permit applica- 
uion, 

Reverend Danny Maddox who 
was present at Monday's meeting 
was asked what he thought of the 
resolution to negotiate with WasteA- 
way. Rev, Maddox was present rep- 
resenting the Concerned Citizens of 
Coffee County group. 

He agreed that the action being 
taken by the commission, signing the 
resolution, was a positive step.

Illegal tax funds returned to merchants

In a hearing held in Enterprise on 
Tuesday, December 3, 1991, 12th 
Judicial Circuit Judge Gary McAli- 
ley ruled that merchants who col- 
lected the “illegal” 1/2¢ county sales 
tax can get it back. 

Merchants have until January 17, 
1992 to file their claim with the Cuf- 
fee County Circuit Clerk's office in 
Enterprise to get their money back. 

The court was presented with the 
question as to which class of per- 
sons, vendors or purchasers, is enti- 
tled to a refund. 

Judge McAliley ruled that the lo- 
cal act by the Coffee County Com- 
mission levied a "privilege" tax 
against persons, firms or corpora- 
tions engaged in retail business in 
Coffee County. 

According to Mary E, Pilcher, an 
allorney with the Montgomery law 
firm of Webb, Crumpton, McGre- 
gor, Davis and Alley which repre- 
sented the county, the comission ac- 
tually passed a privilege tax rather 
than a sales tax. 

“They thought they were passing 
a sales tax, but they didn't.” Pilcher 
said. As a privilege tax it comes un- 
der the privilege tax laws. Under 
those laws there apparéntly is no 
provision for returning collected tax 
money to consumers. 

According to the judge's order, 
“Purchasers were not entitled to re- 
cover a refund of said tax unless 
they paid the license tax to the cily 
in accordance with the provisions ol 
such ordinance.” 

The money collected during the 
months of October, November, and 
December in 1989 amounted to 
$301,498.00. The amount has grown 
to $324,277 since it has been collect- 
ing interest in an escrow account. 
The interest will be prorated to those 
merchants requesting a refund,

On January 4, 1990, Covington 
County Circuit Judge William Bald- 
win ruled the tax invalid and collec- 
tion of the 1/2¢ sales tax ceased. 

Judge Baldwin's decision was up- 
held by the Alabama Surpreme 
Court alter being appealed by the 
Coffee County Commission. 

Paul Young, the attorney who 
represented the Taxpayers Defense 
League, said, “We've fought this ille- 
gal tax all the way to the Alabama 
Supreme Court. Thank goodness 
there were people who were willing 
to take a stand in this matter,” 

It is sll unclear as to what will 
be done with any “illegal tax money" 
left unclaimed by merchants. Some 


say the county commission will de- 
termine its fate and some say the 
state will be the beneficiary. 

Legal sources say the court, in all 
probability, once again will step in 
and decide the disposition of the un- 
claimed funds.

Rev, Maddox stated that it was 
the group's desire, Concerned Citi- 
zens of Coffee County, to work with 
the commission on solving the solid 
waste disposal problem now before 
them. They just want the commis- 
sioners to be “up front" in all their 
actions and make all the facts 
known, 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
stated he has always been for a one- 
county (Colfee County)land fill, 

A short discussion ensued be- 
tween Rev. Maddox and commis- 
sioners pertaining to many of the 
pros and cons of a regional landfill; 
however, most of these have already 
been discussed at great length be- 
tween both partics. 

All the commissioners were in 
agreement that they needed to get as 
many options as they could and gath- 
er all the facts before making a final 
decision concerning the disposal of 
the county's solid waste. 

Pool informed the commission 
the Industrial Access Bond Authori- 
ly has approved industrial access 
funding in the amount of 
$128,541.00. The funds will be used 
for the resurfacing and widening of 
County Road 79 to benefit South- 
land Broilers, Inc, 

Commissioner Jim Dubose added 
this work was in addition to the 
work already being done on Co. Rd. 
79. 

This work will be done on the 
road beginning at Alabama Highway 
167 and extending to the intersection 
of Co. Rd. 60.

Pool was informed of the grant in 
a letter from Governor Guy Hunt's 
Office. 

According to Pool, Coffee 
County has, in the past eight months, 
received "extra" funds totaling 
$1,547,567.00 through industrial ac- 
cess funds and excess highway 
funds. It was noted these funds were 
in excess of any "flood work" funds, 

Commissioners commended Pool 
and his suift for the work they have 
done in obtaining these funds, 


Prior to adjourning, Commission- 
er Robert Stephens, who operates a 
county store, informed County Ad- 
ministrator Wilson Mobley that he 
wanted the 1/2¢ sales tax collected at 
his store: to go toward paying for the 
new jail. 

He said that he conducted a sur- 
vey of the patrons of his business on

THE INTEREST, which would be 
Upproximately 50% of all damages 
awarded to the growers of 
$8,712,863,60, 

I personally feel that these three 
lawyers have done a good job on our 
behalf so far. However, now we 
have not only been done wrong by 


‘ the company we grow for, but I per- 
» sonally feel that we are being taken 
" advantage of by our so called repre- 


sentatives who are supposed to be 
looking out for our best interest. 

According to the motion and the 
memorandum in support of amended 
petition for award of attorney's fees, 
the reasons for these request are sub- 
stantial risk and considerable out-of- 
pocket expenses, and six years and 
five months waiting. They have in- 
curred excess of $200,000.00 of ex- 
penses. These expenses include dep- 
Osition cost, computer cost, expert 
Witness fees, cost of reproducing and 
enlarging exhibits, printing, postage, 
telephone, travel, witness fees, ser- 
vice cost and computerized research 
cost. (Postage and copying have 
gone up!), 

We have also waited, not only six 
years and five months, but well over 
ten years to be reimbursed for the 
damages that were brought on us 
through no fault of our own. Now 
Wwe are being required to wait longer 
While the attorneys fight for their 
fee. 

To have the Courts to line the 
pockets of these attorneys with over 
50% of the gross awarded damages 
and only 50% or less to be awarded 
to over 300 of us growers, who were 
first.and foremost Abused, is an in- 
justice to the growers who - were 
damaged by the wrong done by Co- 
nAgra, ; 

Please let me ask, plead, and beg 
of you to voice your approval or ob- 
jection to the fee request with Mrs, 
McPherson prior to December 16, 
1991. 1 certainly feel these attomeys 
are entitled to a reasonable fee, plus 
their expenses. However, there is 
nothing reasonable about what has 
been proposed.

‘Dear Sirs, 


We have noted with interest the 
letter written by Celia English, pubd- 
lished by the Enterprise Ledger and 
to be published in The Elba Clipper, 
concerning attorneys fees in tne 
Braswell vy. Conagra case. 

In this class action litigation class 
counsel petitioned the Court to re- 
quire Conagra to pay the legal fees 
of the growers (class counsel fees). 
The Court denied the request based 
upon applicable federal law, Under 
the law class attomeys are to be paid 
from the fund which their efforts 
created, 

Ms. English’s letter in several re- 
spects is factually incorrect Joe S, 
Pittman, Vreeland G, Johnson and 
Stafford Pittman, class attorneys, are 
secking attorney fees of one-third of 
the amount recovered together with 
the interest accrued on the judge- 
ment while the case was appealed to 
the Eleventh Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals and during the distribution 
phase of the lawsuit. The amount of 
attorneys fees claimed is not 50 per- 
cent as claimed by Ms, English. The 
total amount claimed is approximate- 
ly 43 percent of the amount recov 
ered, The claim represents work 
done for trial preparation, trial, two 
appeals to the Eleventh Circuit Court 
of Appeals and for services rendered 
inthe distribution phase of the law- 
suit, which of necessity is time con- 
suming because the growers are re- 
quired, in a class action to file and 
prove their claims and class counsel 
have been empowered by the Court 
to assist the growers in their individ-

ual efforts, 

The class attorneys have been ac 
lively working on this litigation 
since April , 1985, 

Based on the recovery obtained 
each grower will receive full com 
pensatory damages for misweighing 
Of the broilers. The court will deter- 
mine the amount of attorneys fous 
awarded to class attorneys from the 
fund in accordance with Federal law. 
The court has appointed Vanzetta 
Penn McPherson as class attorney in 
connection with class counsel's peti- 
tion for attorney fees,

Dear Editor, 


On Friday, November 22, 1991, 
my carcer as a cyclist came to an 
abrupt end. While out on a training 
ride I was struck by a motor vehicle, 
I was traveling south on Reese Ave, 
on a neon yellow and purple bike 
wearing — bright blue clothing when 
a truck coming off the bypass failed 
to sce me and therefore didn't yield, 
While | am grateful for the fact that I 
am alive and that my injuries weren't 
any more severe than they were - it 
is very upsetting to know that I will 
probably never be able to race again. 
The accident left me with a concus- 
sion, a broken collar bone, badly 
sprained ankle, bruised rib cage, a 
crushed elbow, and numerous contu- 
sions and abrasions. My elbow re- 
quired surgery and now has a wire 
and eight pins holding it together, 
Only time will tell how much perma- 
nent disability I will have as a result 
of these injuries. 

If racing were just a hobby that I 
had to give up this wouldn't be quite 
so bad - but it isn't. For the past 4 
years I have dedicated myself to 
making a career as‘a cyclist and | 
Was On track to turn professional in 
1993, My wife and I were set to 
leave for Belgium in January where | 
would be racing my last year as an 
amateur before turning professional. 

On Wednesday, November 27, | 
was released from Flowers Hospital. 
When I got home the first of the 
medical bills were already there. 
You see, I was hit by an uninsured 
motorist which means we are not 
only having to deal with the distress 


of losing a career but also of tens of 


thousands of dollars worth of medi- 
cal bills, Thankfully, I have good in- 
surance - auto, health, and home- 
owners. However, it seems unfair 
that my insurance should have to pay 
all of the bills - emergency room 
charges, rescue squad, doctors visits, 
hospital charges, and rehabilitation, 
Not to mention lost wages and a cus- 
tom designed bicycle which was to- 
tally destroyed, I've said all of this to 
make the point that Alabama should 
join the rest of the states in requiring 
everyone to have liability insurance 
before a car tag can be purchased. 
Liability insurance is not that expen- 
sive - if you can't afford liability in- 
surance you can’t afford to pay the 
damages that can result from operat- 
ing a motor vehicle and therefore 
shouldn't be allowed to operate one. 
We should have enough respect for 
our fellow man to want to be respon- 
sible for our actions and the direct 
and indirect results of them - wheth- 
er intentional or not. I'm not blaming 
anyone for what happened - I know 
accidents happen everyday - I just 
want to make everyone understand 
the importance of watching out for 
other people who have rights to the 
roads - bicycles and motorcycles, as 
well as other .motor vehicles. you 
never know when an accident will 
happen. 

Thank you for allowing me to air 
my feelings on this subject. Before 
closing, | would like to thank police 
officers Patrick Norris and Johnny 
Senn who witnessed the accident 
and for their quick and prudent ac- 
tion, Also, Mark Davis and the Elba 
Rescue Squad, Dr, Carter and the ER 
staff at Elba General Hospital and 
everyone who called, visited, or just 
said a prayer for me,

Weight Loss 
Surprises 
Researchers 


WASHINGTON --A nutrition or- 
ganization was hopeful that a nutri- 
tionally complete ‘hi-tech'’ food 
tablet would help crase world hunger 
problems, until a study revealed that 
one of the ingredicnts could cause 
significant weight loss. 

Although other studies and scicn- 
lists May Nol agree, researchers in 
Europe found that the ingredient, a 
natural plant colloid, actually caused 
people to lose weight, even though 
specifically instructed not to alter nor- 
mal cating patterns, according to one 
study published in the prestigious 
British Journal of Nutrition, Reseawh- 
ers inan earlier study had speculated 
that the weight loss was due to a 
decrease in the intestinal absorption 
ef calories 

While the project of National Dic- 
lary Research, aptly named Food 
Source One, would not be used to 
successfully fulfill its original goal, 
the formula which has since been 
improved with other natural colloids 
has been a windfall for some over- 
weight people. A Daytona Beach, 
Morida woman fighting a weight battle 
for 12 years used the product on the 
recommendation of her physician and 
lost 30 pounds, She stated, ‘Not only 
have L lost 30 pounds but my choles- 
terol has dropped from 232 to 143.4 
have twoclosets fullofclothes which 


have not fitme in two years thatl can 
now wear,” 


In a separate report, a 


tclephone interview revealed that a 
Wilmington, North Carolina phar- 
macist lost 14 pounds in 3 weeks on 
the product and was never hungry,

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COURT SETS BOND AT $5,000,000.00 
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Local law enforcement officers foil murder plot

In a 3:30 p.m. press conference 
Friday afternoon, Joel Folmar, Dis- 
trict Attorney for the 12th Judicial 
Circuit, stated an arrest had been 
made foiling a plot to commit mur- 
der. 

Folmar stated Brenda Gail Goram 
Moore, age 26, of #8 Forest Hills, 
Daleville, AL, was arrested at ap-

proximately 10:05 a.m. Friday morn- 
ing and charged with the offense of 
criminal solicitation to commit mur- 
der. 

According to Folmar, the arrest 
came after 10 days of investigation 
by law enforcement personnel from 
the DA's office, Alabama Board of 
Corrections, Enterprise Police De- 
partment and the Coffee County 
Sheriffs Department. Also assisting 


in the investigation were members of 
the Andalusia Police Department. 

The investigation began after in- 
formation concerning the murder 
plot was received from a state in- 
mate by Board of Corrections per- 
sonnel, 

Folmar said Mrs. Moore, during 
the past few weeks, had solicited 
“more than one” individual to kill 
her husband, Lloyd Moore, age 41, 
of Daleville. 

The couple has been married for 
six years and Mr. Moore was out of 
town at the time of his wife's arrest. 
He drives a truck and was on a trip. 

When he, Mr. Moore, was con- 
tacted he reportedly said, “I can't be- 
lieve it - I love her.” He was not 
aware of his wife's plot to have him 
killed nor was he aware of the inves- 
tigation that was being conducted in 
the matter. 

Folmar stated the arrest was made 
at an Enterprise motel after an under- 
cover police officer arranged a meet- 


ing with Mrs. Moore. The meeting. 


was being monitored and the motel 
room was under surveillance by offi- 
cers from the law enforcement agen- 
cies involved in the investigation, 


Mrs. Moore was arrested as she 
exited the motel room after meeting 
with the undercover police officer. 
Details as to what went on or was 
said in the motel room were not dis- 
closed by law enforcement officials. 

According to Bruce Devane, chief 
investigator for the District Attor- 
ney's Office, no motive had been es- 
tablished, but insurance money has 
not been ruled out as being one.

He said sums of money ranging 
from $200-$35,000 had been offered 
to individuals by Mrs. Moore to kill 
her husband, 

Folmar said, “We feel good about 
this investigation because we may 
have prevented a murder,” 

In a preliminary hearing held be- 
fore District Judge Thomas Head, 
the court appointed an attorney to 


represent Mrs. Moore and bond was 
set at $5,000,000.00. 

She is presently being held in the 
Coffee County Jail in New Brock- 
ton, 

Because it was discovered during 
the investigation that more than one 
individual had been solicited to com- 
mit the murder, the court was asked 
by the DA's Office to set the bond 
extremely high or to set no bond at 
all. 

Criminal solicitation to commit 
murder is a Class A felony which 
Carries a minimum sentence of ten 
ycars up to life. The only higher of- 
fense under Alabama law, according 
to Folmar, is capital murder. 

Mrs. Moore was employed at a 
Cannon Oil service station in Enter- 
prise. 

Present at Friday's press confer- 
ence were: District Attorney Joel 
Folmar, DA Investigator Bruce De- 
vane, Enterprise Police Chief Tim 
Byrd, Sheriff Brice Paul, Investiga- 
tors Rod Manning and Hillman Bai- 
ley with the Alabama Board of Cor- 
rections. 

The investigation into the matter 
is continuing,
